Monarch to the throw who preserves, it is 
said, a friendly recollection of tho pwriod 
during which he acquired among our citi­ 
zens, tho high consideration that coi.k. th<*n 
have been produced by his personal qualifi­ 
cations alone. 
Our commerce with that nation is gradu­ 
ally assuMing a inuunlly beneficial charac­ 
ter, aud the adjustment al tho claims of our 
citizens has removed the only obstaclo there 
was, to an intercourse not only lucrative, 
but productive of literary and scientific 
improvement.

vise a submission to the opinion ofthe sove­ 
reign arbiter. That body having considered 
the award as not obligatory, and advised me

T bs condition of that reduction hav­ 
ing been complied with on our part, by the
